No Exemptions For The Red Cross 


We were amazed when we were refused a_ subs- 
eription for the Red Cross by a man who has a good 
job, when were out canvassing. 


He complained that he was no longer able to give 
since the government was taking the additional money 
from him via the defence tax and the ineome tax. He 
had to look after his own first. 


True enough, but all of us are in the same boat 
Somehow or other, howeves, the money has tobe found 
for Red Cross work. We simply cannot ignore the 
appeal of war suffers, the women and children who are 
being bombed. Our gallant airmen and soldiors cannot 
be expected to fight for us against barbaric Nazi-ism 
and be denied succor when wounded, and the comforts 
the Red Cross is supplying. 


There may be some causes which we can leave to 
George and the other fellows who usualy canbe depend 
ed upon to do it, The Red Cross, however, is the one 
universal appeal which should reach into the heart of 
every man. There may be some things for whicn we 
need feel no responsibility, but in the relief of suffer- 
ing surely no one can rightly claim ezemption. 


Demcciacy succeeds in propoition to the degree 
to which its citizens are enlightened upou the conduct 
ofits political units and upon the acts of its publio 
officials. As long as the Press is free to inform and to 
criticize, there remaina more than a hope that Canadian 
democracy will contribute to point the way to a better 
socia) order.
